fee, O° SUPERINTENDENT..OF: SCHOOLS: 


To the School Board and Citizens of Deerfield: 
I have the honor to submit herewith for your considera- 
_ tion my second annual report as superintendent of your 
public schools. 
During the first term of the past school year ten schools 
were maintained in town with enrollments varying from 
seven to thirty-one. At the opening of the second term the 
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No. 10 school was closed and the pupils there, with the ex- 
ception of three, were combined with the school at the 
Pond. The three pupils attended the Epsom schools. In 
all cases where the attendance is small and the pupils can 
unite with some other school without undue hardship in the 
way of distance to be traveled, it is of course advisable to 
thus combine. 

Such a combination should work to advantage in several 
ways, but notably there will be more interest among the 
pupils on account of greater competition as a result of in- 
creased size in classes, and more money can be allowed for 
teachers’ salaries, thus securing better service. It would 
therefore be advisable, at the opening of each term, for the 
school situation, as regards location of pupils, to be care- 
fully reviewed and a combination of schools effected 
wherever possible. 

These schools, while in session, as last year were visited 
on an average of once in two weeks by your superintendent. 
At these visits classes were examined to ascertain just what 
progress they had made, the program of work to be covered 
and special cases of attendance and discipline were dis- 
cussed with the teacher, and advice and instruction given 
whenever needed. 

The grading of the schools was continued throughout the 
town and with one or two exceptions the schools of your 
town are now as nearly in a systematic order as can be 
obtained in a rural school of mixed grades. 

At the close of the term in June ten pupils were given 
certificates by the superintendent, testifying that they had 
completed the work of the eighth grade. Of these ten, six 
entered high schools or academies. Direct reports as to the 
quality of work now being done by these pupils in their 
higher institutions of learning have been obtained from five’ 
of the six. These five have been reported as doing excellent 
work, two of them being among the leaders in their classes 
in scholarship. Those pupils doing the best work in their 


advanced courses have, in every case, come from the schools } 
where the grading was best carried out and perfected. This/ 
fact would seem to argue, that there is a distinct advantag ae 
in carefully following a systeya go work. 

The state program of study is still in use in the sana 
and also an outline or adaptation of t's program has iyen 
furnished by the superintendent to the schtaals in order to 
make the work more definite for pac teacher AR more 
easily understood. 

New up-to-date text-books in arithmetic, grammar and 
for beginners in reading have been placed in the schools. 
Also some new geographies have been introduced to repFace 
worn out copies of the old book. Good text-books are as 
necessary for promoting good school work as good tools 
are necessary for good mechanical work. The pupils have 
been encouraged to properly care for these books and it is 
hoped that there will be codperation on the part of the 
parents in this respect. 

To insure the most efficient school system, cooperation 
on the part of the parents is both desirable and essential 
in all respects. There should not be hastiness in the criti- 
cism of methods of instruction and discipline until the 
schools have been visited or at least a conference held with 
the proper school officials and one has become assured that 
there is proper ground for any adverse criticism. Many 
rely too much upon hearsay evidence or upon reports of 
school doings brought home by the children. 

Rank and promotion cards have been given each pupil 
at the proper time in order that parents may more accurately 
know just what degree of progress their child is making. 

Many of the school rooms are still in need of more and 
better blackboard space. Some of the buildings are still far 
from being in first class condition as regards lighting, heat- 
ing, ventilation and sanitary arrangements. The state de- 
partment recommends that every district in the state adopt 
a program of annually appropriating money to thoroughly 
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modernize and renovate one school building in the district. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that Deerfield will see fit to take 

up this plan and during the coming year make a ‘start in 
‘the right direction by eave tats some one building and 
pitting it in modern cox wtih. 

The salaries paid poachers in the district are still too low 
to Yasture the bese service and it is recommended that the 
boar®. pais Miberal as possible in this respect. A good 
teacher is the first, essential of a good school and this can 
not be obtained without at least a salary commensurate with 
salaries paid for like service in other localities. A policy of 
fairness in matters of school money is in the end the best 
economy. 

I wish to here thank the board, teachers and citizens of 
Deerfield who have assisted me in my work throughout 
the year.
